The sisters have for many years 
been settled in England, where they 
married, the younger tc> a titled gentle­ 
man of Richmond, Surrey, and have 
practically retired from public life;] 
I he ancient poets tell us there was 
once a time when the great god Saturn 
reigned in Italy, and bestowed ha ppi­ 
ness and tranquillity over all the earth. 
The husbandmen gathered in peace 
the fruits of his labour, and the fields 
smiled with plepteous harvests. 
The 
liberal arts wore sedulously cultivated 
and every home w»h the abode of inno­ 
cence. 
Comparing this blissful state 
with their own degenerate rule of 
blood and iron, in which all vices had 
supplanted virtue, they handed it down 
to us as “ the Golden Ago,” which, they 
deplored, could never come again. 
This retrospective fable, however, of 
Pagan writers, the Hebrew Prophet 
saw as a future reality. 
In his vision, 
the God of Peace was to take the place 
of the heathen deity, “ and to teach us 
of His ways. 
*

And 
He shall 
judge among the nations and shall re­ 
buke many people: and they shall beat 
their swords into ploughshares, and 
their spears Into pruning-books; nation 
shall not lift up sword against nation, 
neither shall 
they learn 
war 
any 
more.” 
It is possible tha> this glowing proph­ 
esy of Isaih,although delivered twenty* 
six centuries ago, may yet be fulfilled, 
but not. as he imagined, through re- 
! ligious influence 
No more potential j 
personality than J esus Christ has ever 
appeared, yet nineteen centuries of His 
teachings have done little or nothing ! 
to suppress war, even among His pro-j 
fussed followers. 
Age after a te the 
earth has been drenched with the 
blood of Christians, slain by 
their 
brethren; and those who bore His name 
have at such times been animated by 
the hatreds and ferocity of heathen 
savages. 
The increased intelligence' 
am) accumulated knowledge 
of the 
most civilized nations have been exer­ 
cised in developing greater means of 
destruction, and the fruits of every in- ! 
du-itry and the lives of hapless millions I 
have been squandered in 
wanton or 
ueedless wars. 
At the present moment 
Europe in an armed camp ready for 
¡-daughter. 
Of her sixty million men 
twelve millions are soldiers 
And the 
New World has recently entered on 
the fatal career of the Old. 
Hut a re­ 
mote and comparatively insignificant 
contest is sufficient to dislocate tho del­ 
icate social machinery of every civiliz­ 
ed state, and a dilatory contest carries 
famine to the hearths of the poor, 
thousands of miles from the conflict. 
In various- countries in both herai- 
-pheres, starving men and women are 
rioting for bread: e what they really 
want is peace. 
Can nothing be done, then, to make 
war more difficulty 
Js the Golden Age 
to be morel} a poe’ic dream, never to 
be in any degree realized? 
We trust 
not. 
For, if we mistake not, the first 
faint treak of the brighter dawn is 
breaking, 
In both the Old and the 
New World men of clear heads and 


generous hearts are looking forward to 
a confederation of the English-speak­ 
ing peoples. 
And the slightest con 
sideration of the matter rauA con­ 
vince every unprejudiced mind that 
the speedy accomplishment of an An­ 
glo-American alliance, 
based 
upon 
sound, equitable, and permanent prin­ 
ciples, will lay the foundation of a new 
era, one which, perchance, may be 
crowned by universal and perennial 
peace. 
America is only a younger England, 
moving in a wider range with a freer 
step. 
Excepting the immigrants of 
alien tongues, her people ha ve the 
same blood and traditions, the same 
literature and habits, the same proud 
history and aims, as the mother coun­ 
try. 
In religion, in political and mu­ 
nicipal freedom, in inventive genius 
and commercial and industrial ea ger­ 
ness, they are alike. 
Great Brita in’s purchases from the 
United States from 
May 30, 18 9 7, to 
April 30, 18 9 s, amounted to $59 0,000,- 
000, or nearly one-haif of the total 
American exports; in other words, a l­ 
most as much a* was purchased by all 
tho rest of the world. 
Her colonies 
and India purchased in the preceding 
year ] 1 per cent. 
Thus about 60 per 
cent of all their exports were bought 
by Great Britain and other parts of the 
British Empire. 
As the balance of 
trade is very largely in their favor, the 
difference provides them with 
the 
means of ma king cash investments in 
any part of the world, and of purcha s­ 
ing in other countries, if need be, be­ 
yond the amount of their exports to 
them. 
Thus their immense commerce 
and vast wealth, distributed through­ 
out the earth, give England and the 
United States a common a im—the wel­ 
fare and 
prosperity of all nations. 
They are therefore eminently qualified 
to become t i e joint depositories of 
peace and the guarantors of tho world’s 
best interests. 
Great Britain and the United States 
together possess one-half of the whole 
habitable part of the globe, and nea r­ 
ly one-third of all its inhabitant*. 
Of 
tho latter about 110,000,000 are of Eur­ 
opean blood, and of 100,GOO,(>00 of these 
the English language is their mother 
tongue. 
Their commercial shipping greatly 
exceeds that of all the rest of the world 
together. 
Their ships of war amount 
to 477 (of which 379 are British) and 
exceed by 00 the united navies of 
France, Russia. Germany and Italy. 
It will th is be evident that, united- 
no power would 
venture to 
attack 
them, and that they would probably 
prove irresistible to any possible com­ 
bination of powers, seeing that their 
combined resources are well-nigh inex 
baustible. 
But it is notorious that 
they are the least military and least 
a ggressive nations on the earth, if we 
compare their extent, their wealth, 
and population. 
Their great ruling 
motives are the material and intellect­ 
ual advancement of the people. 
Both 
of these are incompatible with war, 
and flourish during peace. 
It is to 
these incentives alone, therefore, that 
we must look for a revival of the gold­ 
en age. 
And Providence has so placed 
it in the power of the Anglo-Saxon 
race to lead tho way in this grand 
work, that it would bo criminal, if not 
fatal to refuse it. 
It is always unsafe to prophesy, nev­ 
ertheless we may venture to foreoast 
the probable outcome of an Anglo- 
American alliance, instituted for mu­ 
tual defense, and to keep the world’s 
peace. 
In the first place, every coun­ 
try whose intelligence enables it 
to 
perceive that its interests also are best 
promoted by repressing warfare, will 
desire to share in the 
advantages 
of such an alliance. 
France and Ger­ 
many would bury animosity, and com 
pete with each other, anu with our­ 
selves, in friendly rivalries only. 
Aus­ 
tria, Italy, and the minor states would 
follow. 
One power alone might havt j 
cause to regard this International pel- 1 
icy with hatred, since it wou.d arrest 
her career of conquest, and destroy hei j 
j hope of universal domination. 
By a I 
long course of cruelty, perfidy, treach I 
ery, and the lowest political arts, anc 
through the resources of a great mill | 
: tary despotism, she has advanced east 
and west from the Baltic to Behring’- 
Straits, in a solid and unbroken line, j 
and is slowly but surely creeping south 
ward, overshadowit g Europe and Asia 
and menacing the independence of iu 
peoples 
and the cause of 
freedom 
Whilst we sympathise with her ami 
able and inoffensive people, and wish 
them God speed! we shall do well ti 
check the pernicious ambition of hei 
feudal and military chiefs, 
which U 
ever a gressive and unscrupulous. Since 
the time of Peter the Great she ha- 
been the chief disturbing element it 
Europe, and lias set the exa mple of 
those vast armaments which are ruin­ 
ing almost all the nations, and 
whici 
keep Russia itself in perpetual pover 
tv. Therefore, if the Anglo-Americai 
Alliance did nothing beyoud curbim 
her, aggressiveness, it would deservi 
w *11 of mankind. 
But J apan, also, where, for the first 
time in history, liberty has recent!*, 
been born in an Asiatic country, woui 
naturally welcome the Alliance witl 
open arms. 
This interesting countn 
appears destined to play a distinguish 
ed part among the nations, and alread 
rank- among the highest power,-. 
XL. 


continuance of her freedom and 
pros­ 
perity demands that she should be pro­ 
tected from the pressure of Russian in­ 
trigues. 
In fact, regard it 
in an> 
light we will, whether for the a dva n­ 
tage of the contracting powers, or for 
the general weifar« o? the world, no 
moment could be more propitious than 
this for the Anglo-Saxon race to join 
hands. 
Europe is armed ready for 
fight. 
The Balkans, the hot-bed of 
Rus-ian Plots, are in a ferment, and 
tho f’araes of war may burst forth at 
any moment. 
But England and Amer­ 
ica united, self-sustaining, and capable 
of protecting themselves against ali 
foes, could exercise a 
powerful and 
u n iq u e 
influence in preventing a con­ 
flagration, or of quenching that al* 
r< ady begun. 
The turbulent republics 
uf South America might also be re 
-trained from their interminable civil 
war--, and their wealthy industries be 
again revived under more settled gov­ 
ernments. 
Thus every part of 
the 
globe would participate in the bless­ 
in g s of our coalition. 
The greatest statesmen of England 
and America have already peaceived 
its advantages, and are seeking the 
mean* of hastening its advent. 
Let us 
all assist according to our power. 
Let 
every citizen and every statesman give 
a hearty co-operation. 
We appeal to 
our sisters in both countries, upon 
whom the miseries of war and want 
fall most bitterly, to join their voices 
with ours. 
Then should we succeed, it 
may be tha t the coming century will 
be the commencement of a better era 
for tbe world, when nation shall no 
lunger make war a ga inst nation, but 
all participate again in a golden age, 
-0 far as human frailty will permit.

One of the marked and gratifying 
features of the a dvancing civilization 
of this boasted nineteen century is the 
good ca ie taken by most of our cities, 
counties, States and nations, of the un­ 
fortunate poor and insane inhabitants. 
We need not go back very far in the 
world to find that a woman afflicted 
with nervous prostration w as cared for, 
so to speak, by being tied to a stake and 
burned to death. 
The book need not 
be very old that tells us that a poor 
creature afflicted with a slight mental 
disorder was administered to by being 
ducked in the river, or swashed in the 
sea surf: or perhaps put into a ca ge 
when not put on trial for the crime of 
witchcraft or charged with being pos­ 
sessed of the Devil. 
A woman with an 
unbalanced mind was considered as a 
person equipped by Satan to afllict her 
neighbors with all the “ ills that flesh 
is heir to,” and should be put to death. 
A visit at the Lee County Pauper In­ 
firmary at Eldena, 
where seventeen 
demented women and men, mostly the 
former, about two score inmutes in all, 
are well cared for, called to mind this 
thought regarding our a dvancement in 
the care of these unfortunates. 
The matter to which we desire now 
particularly to call the attention of the 
authorities is the fact tha t Lee is far 
behind her sister counties in making 
provisions for paupers. 
It is a wonder 
how Superintendent Fritz with that 
old house, illy adapted for tho purpose, 
with expensive stoves instead of the 
modern and cheaper methods now in 
use for heating, can matte the inmates 
of tho Eldena county house as comfort­ 
able as he does. 
If our Supervisors 
could visit the infirmaries of any of 
the counties of Illinois and compare 
them with our own properly named 
“ poor house 
they could understand 
what we mean. 
We desire not to be understood as 
complaining of the management. 
In­ 
deed, we believe that Superintendent 
Fritz gets on well with the facilities 
at hand. 
W 0 understand that under 
his ma nagement the farm has been to 
less expense to the people and comes ! 
nearer paying its way than ever be- j 
fore with the number of inmates 
n ow 1 
crowding the institution. 
Tho land is | 
said to be not first-class, but his excel­ 
lent crops and • extensive gardens, and 1 
well filled pens of porkers indicate that I 
the farm is eouducted by a farmer who 
takes an interest in and understands 
bis business. 
Lee county should 
have an up to 
date infirmary; properly heated with 
either steam or hot water; rooms tha ’ i 
can be ventilated, and, indeed, many 
other improvements that must suggest 
themselves to any intelligent person 
visiting this Eldena institution. 
“ He 
♦hat hath pity upon the poor lendeth 
uito the Lord,’ is being recognized 
m >re and more as we advance in civil- 
ation.

In the absense o? a letter from Com- 
pauy G, we glean some items with r - 
gard to the journey to Charleston, 
South Carolina, from our exchanges: 
One week ago today the Sixth Illi­ 
nois oroke camp at Falls Church, Vir­ 
ginia, and started enroute to Cha rles­ 
ton, South Carolina, for the sea t of 
war, 
Wednesday morning they park­ 
ed through Emporia. Virginia, a small 
villa ge with a saw mill and a box fac­ 
tory and but little else. 
About eleven 
o’clock they reached Weldon, North 
Carolina, where a stop was made, let­ 
ters were mailed and lunch partaken, 
Wilson was reached at 1 :B0 p. m., and 
here the boys, many of them, for tho 
first time partook of sweet potato pie. 
The section of country in that vicinity 
is mainly devoted to the growth of 
pine forests and razor back hogs. 
S el­ 
ma was passed at a little after three 
o'clock, 
and Fa y etteville, 
which 
is 
quite a town, at 3:40. 
Here they ha ve 
a fine new depot. 
Out near the edge 
of town we saw an old colored woman 
hoeing corn aDd 
chewing tobacco. 
Some of the boys “ joshed’’ her a little, 
but she didn't seem to care. 
Pembroke was reached at 5 o'clock 
and Charleston at 10 in the evening, 
after passing through PeeDee, a small 
place on a low fiat, and Florence which 
is quite a city . 
As the train stopped 
at a small station where the paincipal 
things in sight were a big saw mill and 
mountains of saw dust, one of « the boys 
jumped off the train and filled severa l 
canteens with milk from the udder of a 
cow tha t was peacefully chewing her 
cud a longside the track. 
At Charleston the train 
stopped 
near 
the 
Custom 
House 
wharf, 
and some of the boy s, who were some­ 
what cramped in the cars, slept out­ 
side on the plank floor. 
Here the old historic points —Forts 
Moultrie and Sumter were in plain 
view, while around Fort Sumter are 
grouped 
J ames 
Island, 
Cummings 
Point (from which the first shot of the 
war was fired), Castle Pimckney . Mor­ 
ris Island and the quarantine station. 
On Morris Island was located the fa 
mous Swamp Angel battery , which 
hurled shells five miles into Cha rles­ 
ton. 
Excellent time was made on the 
road, a lthough the roadbed was ex- 
c -edingly rough. Few stops were made, 
b it at every station the soldiers were 
kindly greeted by la rge crowds of peo- 
i e. 
The trip was a pleasant one bar­ 
ing one accident.

The train was
